This may be taken to mean the inde- 
finite postponement of any arrangement 
for federal help in connecting Jasper with 
the British Columbia highway from Kam- 
loops, the gan between Valemount and the 
Park boundary not having been iacluded 
in the program which must now be cur- 
tailed. It may also be taken to imply less 
willingness—if there has been any willing- 
ness hitherto—on the part of Dttawa to 
give assistance to the completion of thx 
Jasper highway from Edmonton. 

Thus while the construction of the 
Banff-Jasper highway is being pushed 
ahead, nothing is being done, anc appar- 
ently nothing is in mind, so far as the Do- 
minion Government is concerned to com- 
plete the opening up of the highway route 


from central Alberta to Jasper and 
through the mountains. 
This still less favorable turn to the 


Situation increases the responsibility that 
rests upon the representatives of this ~wt 
of the province in parliament, and in the 
legislature.
